The battle for a nameless, razor-edged ridge on the eastern end of the 
Korean battle line began on Sept. 13. The ridge line dominated a valley 
up which U.N. forces had been slowly pushing. To continue the advan 
UN. troops had to take the high ground. They did, but before their 
vicious 30-day fight was over the battlefield had earned the name—which 
a reporter gave it—of Heartbreak Ridge. 
How the battle was fought is shown on the photograph at left. The 
U.N. objective was three peaks along the ridge line, labeled (for height in 
Hills 894, 931 and 851. On Sept. 13 and 14 the U. ind Division 
attacked Hill 894 with one regiment and began its main effort by sending 
the 23rd Infantry (and later the French battalion) to cut the ridge be- 
tween Hills 931 and 851. In its first thrust the 23rd was stopped 200 yards 
short of the crest. The dirty, sle infantrymen came back again and 
again, crawling, scratching, sliding over the scrub-covered, stony slopes 
until they could reach with grenades the Red bunkers that shells and 
bombs could not get at. But one attack after another failed. On Sept.

five times. Three men reached the peak and died there rather than re- 
treat. In the weeks of attack and counterattack the Reds used up three 
Finally on Oct. 6, 931 was taken and a week later, clawing their 
way forward with grenades, bayonets and flame throwers, the 23rd In- 
fantry and the French took Hill 851.

SELF-PORTRAIT OF A PILE 


Atomic reactor lights picture with own radiation 


‘The picture on the opposite page is a rare portrait of an atomic pile, 
the chain reactor in which plutonium and other isotopes are produced 
by controlled nuclear fission. It is the first photograph to be lit by the 
reactor’s own radiation. Recently released by the AEC, it shows a top 
view of a large water-filled cylinder at Oak Ridge in which the pile is 
immersed. As shown in the side-view drawing (above) of the installa- 
tion, the camera was aimed into the cylinder from above for a 25- 
minute exposure. At the bottom of the cylinder (background of pho- 
tograph) can be seen a square-sided rod-holder pierced with holes. In 
these holes stand fuel rods. Above this is a weblike grillwork which is 
also honeycombed, presumably to permit the rods to pass through. 
Around three sides of the cylinder is a latticework of smaller pipes. 

The blue glow which lights the reactor can probably be explained 
by the theory of Cerenkov radiation, proposed in 1934 by Russian 
Physicist P. A. Cerenkov. Whenever an atom in one of the pile’s fuel 
rods disintegrates in nuclear fission it releases high energy gamma rays 
which fly out into the water surrounding the pile. If one of these rays 
chances to strike an electron in the water, the electron absorbs the 
tremendous energy of the ray and streaks away at almost the speed of 
light. As the electron slows down it releases its excess energy in the form 
of visible radiation (below) which appears as polarized, bluish light.

MOUNTING HISTORY'S 
GREATEST INVASION 


How the German High Command was tricked, why there was no scene

a spur. The reader will be aware that while I was always will- 

ing to join with the United States in a direct assault across 
the Channel on the German sea-front in France, I was not 
convinced that this was the only way of winning the war, and I 
knew that it would be a very heavy and hazardous adventure. The 
fearful price we had had to pay in human life and blood for the 
great offensives of the First World War was graven in my mind. 
It still seemed to me, after a quarter of a century, that fortifica~ 
tions of concrete and steel armed with modern fire-power, and fully 
manned by trained, resolute men, could only be overcome by sur- 
prise in time or place by turning their flanks, or by some new and 
mechanical device like the tank. Superiority of bombardment, ter- 
rific as it may be, was no final answer. 

‘As soon as I returned from Marrakesh (pp. 82, 83) I busied my- 
self with the many technical matters of the Overlord preparations. 
Across the Channel the whole front bristled with obstacles; defences 
had been built and manned. The enemy expected us, but did they 
know where or when or how. They had no flanks that could be 
turned, at any rate within the range of our fighter air cover. Ships 
were more vulnerable than ever to shore batteries which could aim 
by Radar. Once our troops were landed they still had to be supplied 
and the enemy’s air and tank counter-attacks beaten off. I never 
ceased to search for means to overcome the perils which lay before us. 

I was anxious that General 
Marshall should realise the ef- 
forts I was making to sustain the 
plan he had so long desired. I ac- 
cordingly telegraphed: “... 1am 
hardening very much on this op- 
eration as the time approaches, 
in the sense of wishing to strike 
if humanly possible, even if the 
limiting conditions we laid down 
at Moscow are not exactly ful- 
filled. ...” 

Once the size of the expedi- 
tion had been determined it was 
possible to go ahead with in- 
tensive training. Not the least 
of our difficulties was to find 
enough room. A broad partition 
was arranged between British 
and American forces, whereby 
the British occupied the south- 
eastern and the Americans the 
south-western parts of England. 

The theory and practice of 
amphibious operations had long 
been established by the Com-

bined Operations Staff. It had now to be taught to all concerned, in 
addition to the thorough general training needed for modern war- 
fare. This of course had long been going on in Britain and America 
in exercises great and small with live ammunition, Many officers 
and men entered into battle for the first time, but all bore them- 
selves like seasoned troops. 

Lessons from previous large-scale exercises, and of course from 
our hard experience at Dieppe, were applied in final rehearsals by 
all three Services, which culminated in early May, All this activity 
did not pass unnoticed by the enemy. We did not object, and spe- 
cial pains were taken that they should be remarked by watchers in 
the Pas de Calais, where we wanted the Germans to believe we were 
coming. 

Our plans had to be altered and kept up to date as fresh infor- 
mation came in about the enemy. We knew the general layout of 
his troops and his principal defences, the gun positions, the strong 
points and entrenchments along the coast, but after Rommel took 
command in late January great additions and refinements began to 
appear. Constant air reconnaissance kept us informed of what was 
going on across the Channel. And of course there were other ways 
of finding out. Many trips were made by parties in small craft to 
resolve some doubtful point, to take soundings inshore, to exam- 
ine new obstacles, or to test the slope and nature of a beach. All 
this had to be done in darkness, with silent approach, stealthy re- 

connaissance, and timely with- 
drawal. 


(HE enemy were bound to 

know that a great inva- 

sion was being prepared; 
we had to conceal the place and 
time of attack and make him 
think we were landing some- 
where else and at a different 
moment. This alone involved 
an immense amount of thought 
and action. Coastal areas were 
banned to visitors; censorship 
was tightened; letters after a cer- 
tain date were held back from de- 
livery; foreign embassies were 
forbidden to send cipher tele- 
grams and even their diplomatic 
bags were delayed. 

Our major deception was to 
pretend that we were coming 
across the Straits of Dover. It 
would not be proper even now 
to describe all the methods em- 
ployed to mislead the enemy, but

the obvious ones of simulated concentrations of troops in Kent and 
Sussex, of fleets of dummy ships collected in the Cinque Ports, of 
landing exercises on the near-by beaches, of increased wireless 
activity, were all used. More reconnaissances were made at or over 
the places we were not going to than at the places we were. The 
final result was admirable. The German High Command firmly 
believed the evidence we obligingly put at their disposal. Rundstedt, 
the Commander-in-Chief on the Western Front, was convinced 
that the Pas de Calais was our objective. 


(E concentration of the assaulting forces—176,000 men, 
20,000 vehicles, and many thousand tons of stores, all to be 


shipped in the first two days—was in itself an enormous 
task, From their normal stations all over Britain the troops were 
brought to the southern counties, into areas stretching from Ips- 
wich round to Cornwall and the Bristol Channel. The three airborne 
divisions which were to drop on Normandy before the sea assault 
were assembled close to the airfields whence they would set out. 
From their concentration areas in rear, troops were brought forward 
for embarkation in assigned priority to camps in marshalling areas 
near the coast. 

‘At the marshalling camps they were divided up into detachments 
corresponding to the ship- or boat-loads in which they would be 
embarked. Here every man received his orders. The camps them- 
selves were situated conveniently near to the embarkation points. 
These were ports or “‘hards”—i.e., stretches of beach concreted to 
allow of easy embarkation on smaller craft. Here they were to be 
met by the naval ships. 

It seemed most improbable 
that all this movement by sea 
and land would escape the atten 
tions of the enemy. There were 
many tempting targets for their 
Air, and full precautions were 
taken, Nearly seven thousand 
guns and rockets and over a 
thousand balloons protected the 
great masses of men and vehi- 
cles, But there was no sign of the 
Luftwaffe. How different things 
were four years before! 


N Monday, May 15, 
O three weeks before D- 

Day, we held a final con- 
ference in London at Montgom- 
ery’s headquarters in St. Paul’s 
School. The King, Field-Marshal Smuts, the British Chiefs of Staff, 
the commanders of the expedition, and many of their principal Staff 
officers were present. On the stage was a map of the Normandy 
beaches and the immediate hinterland, set at a slope so that the 
audience could see it clearly, and so constructed that the high offi- 
cers explaining the plan of operation could walk about on it and 
point out the landmarks. 

General Eisenhower opened the proceedings and the forenoon 
session closed with an address by His Majesty. I, too, spoke and in 
the course of my remarks I said, “I am hardening on this opera- 
tion.” General Eisenhower in his book has taken this to mean that 
in the past I had been against the cross-Channel operation, but this 
is not correct. If the reader will look back he will see that I wrote 
these very words to General Marshall, and explained that I used 
them “‘in the sense of wishing to strike if humanly possible, even 
if the limiting conditions we laid down are not exactly fulfilled.” 

Montgomery took the stage and made an impressive speech. He 
was followed by several Naval, Army and Air Commanders, and 
also by the Principal Administrative Officer, who dwelt upon the 
elaborate preparations that had been made for the administration 
of the force when it got ashore. The amount of paraphernalia sound- 
ed staggering, and reminded me of Admiral Andrew Cunning- 
ham’s story of the dental chairs being landed at Algiers in the first 
flight of Operation Torch. 

I remembered too well the swarm in the Anzio beach-head, and 
after reflection I asked Ismay to write to Montgomery and express

F.D.R.’S BIG DECISION 


Until Churchill and Roosevelt returned to Cairo from the mect- 
ing at Teheran it was understood that the U.S. Army Chief of 
Staff, General George Marshall, would command Overlord. Mr. 
Churchill records how he heard that this was not to be so: “...on 
the day before his departure from Cairo [Roosevelt] told me his 
final decision. We were driving in his motor-car from Cairo to the 
Pyramids. He then said, almost casually, that he could not spare 
General Marshall. . . . He therefore proposed to nominate Eisen- 
. that we had also the warmest regard 
for General Eisenhower, and would trust our fortunes to his 
direction with hearty goodwill.” This decision cleared the way 
for Churchill to make some appointments: Wilson to take over 
in the Mediterranean, and Montgomery to command the Bri- 
tish land forces under Eisenhower in the cross-Channel invasion. 


my concern about what seemed to me an excess of motor-cars and 
non-fighting vehicles of all kinds. This he did, and we arranged to 
discuss it when I visited the General’s headquarters on Friday, 
May 19. This interview has been misrepresented. Montgomery is 
said to have led me into his study and advised me not to speak to 
his staff, and to have threatened to resign if I insisted on altering 
the loading plans at the eleventh hour, and I am alleged to have 
given way, and, after telling his officers that I was not allowed to 
talk to them, to have walked out. It may be well therefore to state 
what actually happened. 

When I arrived for dinner Montgomery asked to speak to me 
alone, and I went into his room. I do not remember the actual 
course of the conversation, but no doubt he explained the difficul- 
ties of altering the loading scale at this stage, seventeen days be- 
fore D-Day. I am sure however that at no time either in this con- 
versation or in any other of the many I had with him during the 
war did he threaten to resign, and that nothing in the nature of a 
confrontation with his staff took place. I should not have accepted 
such behaviour. 

After our talk we went to dinner. All our proceedings were of a 
most friendly character, and when that night the General asked me 
to put something for him in his private book, as I had done before 
other great battles, I wrote the following, which has already been 
published elsewhere: “On the verge of the greatest adventure with 
which these pages have dealt, I record my confidence that all will 
be well, and that the organization and equipment of the Army will 
be worthy of the valour of the soldiers and the genius of their chief.” 

I may add however that I still 
consider that the proportion of 
transport vehicles to fighting 
men in the early phase of the 
cross-Channel invasion was too 
high and that the operation suf- 
fered both in risk and execution 
from this fact. 


NOTHER project was close 
to my heart. Our aim was 
to liberate France, and it 

seemed both desirable and fitting 
that a French division should be 
landed early in the operation and 
the French people told that their 
troops were fighting once more 
on the soil of France. The 2nd 
French Armoured Division, 
commanded by General Leclerc, 
had had a long and distinguished career in North Africa, and as early 
as March ro I had told de Gaulle that I hoped they would be with 
us in the main battle. Eisenhower was glad to have the division. 
The problem was how to get it home and properly mounted in time. 
The troops could be shifted easily enough, but there was little room 
in home-coming ships for their equipment and the vehicles. 
After correspondence between the British and United States 
Chiefs of Staff and Allied Headquarters in Algiers, much had been 
transported in the landing ships which were sailing back from the 
Mediterranean. But on April 4 the Chiefs of Staff reported that 
they would still be short of about two thousand vehicles. To give 
them British ones would seriously complicate Eisenhower’s prob- 
lems of maintenance, and a few days later his headquarters declared 
that no American ones could be provided either from the United 
Kingdom or the U.S.A. This meant that the division would not 
be able to fight until long after the landing, all for the lack of com- 
paratively few vehicles out of the immense numbers to be employed. 
On May 2 I made a personal appeal by letter to General Eisen- 
hower. His answer was reassuring: “... General Leclerc says that 
he now has adequate material for training, and he is being assisted 
by the American Third Army, to which he is attached. His general 
supply situation is good, and the minor deficiencies which remain 
... will be met from American sources.” Thus all was arranged.

S D-Day approached the tension grew. There was still no sign 
A that the enemy had penetrated our secrets. He had scored 
a minor success at the end of April by sinking two American 
L.S.T.s which had been taking part in an exercise, but apparently 
he did not connect this with our invasion plans. We observed some 
reinforcement of light naval forces at Cherbourg and Havre during 
May, and there was more minelaying activity in the Channel, but 
in general he remained quiescent, awaiting a definite lead about our 
intentions. 

Events now began to move swiftly and smoothly to the climax. 
After the conference on May 15 His Majesty had visited each of 
the assault forces at their ports of assembly. On May 28 subordi- 
nate commanders were informed that D-Day would be June 5. 
From this moment all personnel committed to the assault were 
“sealed” in their ships or at their camps and assembly points ashore. 
All mail was impounded and private messages of all kinds forbidden 
except in case of personal emergency, On June 1 Admiral Ramsay 
assumed control of operations in the Channel, the functions of the 
naval Commanders-in-Chief in the home ports being subordinated 
to his requirements. 

I thought it would not be wrong for me to watch the preliminary 


re 


bombardment in this historic battle from one of our cruiser squad- 
rons, and I asked Admiral Ramsay to make a plan. He arranged 
for me to embark in H.M.S. Belfast, in the late afternoon of the 
day before D-Day. She would call in at Weymouth Bay on her pas- 
sage from the Clyde, and would then rejoin her squadron at full 
speed. She was one of the bombarding ships attached to the centre 
British force, and I would spend the night in her and watch the 
dawn attack. I was then to make a short tour of the beaches, with 
due regard to the unswept mine areas, and come back in a destroyer 
which had completed her bombardment and was to return to Eng- 
land for more ammunition. 

Admiral Ramsay felt it his duty however to tell the Supreme 
Commander of what was in the air. Eisenhower protested against 
my running such risks. I sent him word, as he has described, that 
while we accepted him as Supreme Commander of the British forces 
involved, which in the case of the Navy were four to one compared 
with those of the United States, we did not in any way admit his 
right to regulate the complements of the British ships in the Royal 
Navy. He accepted this undoubted fact, but dwelt on the addition 
this would impose upon his anxieties. This appeared to be both out 
of proportion to the scale of events and to our relations. I too had 
responsibilities, and felt I must be my own judge of my movements. 
The matter was settled accordingly. 

However, a complication occurred which I have His Majesty’s 
permission to recount. When I attended my weekly luncheon with the

Churchill was bothered with a bad throat cohen he left England for Teheran 
in November 1943. After he returned to Cairo something worse hit him, keep~ 
ing him largely immobilized while Overlord approached final planning stage. 


HEN I got back to Cairo I became conscious of being very tired. 
For instance, I noticed that I no longer dried myself after my 
bath, but lay on the bed wrapped in my towel till I dried naturally. 

A little after midnight on December 11 I and my personal party left in 
our York machine for Tunis. I had planned to spend one night there at 
General Eisenhower's villa. Morning saw us over the Tunis airfields. We 
were directed by a signal not to land where we had been told, and were 
shifted to another field some forty miles away. We all got out, and they 
began to unload the luggage. As I sat on my official boxes near the ma- 
chines I certainly did feel completely worn out. Now however came a tele- 
phone message from General Eisenhower, who was waiting at the first air- 
field, that landing was quite possible there. So we scrambled back into our 
York, and in ten minutes were with him, quite close to his villa. Ike, al- 
ways the soul of hospitality, had waited two hours with imperturbable 
good-humour. I got into his car, and said, “I am afraid I shall have to stay 
with you longer than I had planned. I am completely at the end of my teth- 
er, and I cannot go on to the front until I have recovered some strength.” 

‘All that day I slept, and the next day came fever and symptoms at the 
base of my lung which were adjudged to portend pneumonia. So here I 
was at this pregnant moment on the broad of my back amid the ruins of 
ancient Carthage. Everything had been diagnosed and foreseen by Lord 
Moran. Dr. Bedford and other high medical authorities in the Mediter- 
ranean and excellent nurses arrived from all quarters as if by magic. The 
admirable M and B [a sulfa drug] was used at the earliest moment, and 
after a week’s fever the intruders were repulsed. Although Lord Moran 
records that he judged that the issue was at one time in doubt, I did not 
share his view. The M and B, which I also called Moran and Bedford, 
did the work most effectively. 

I did not at any time relinquish my part in the direction of affairs. The 
doctors kept on saying, “Don’t work, don’t worry,” to such an extent 
that I decided to read a novel. I had long ago read Jane Austen’s Sense 
and Sensibility, and now I thought I would have Pride and Prejudice. 
Sarah read it to me beautifully from the foot of the bed. What calm lives 
they had, those people! No worries about the French Revolution, or the 
crashing struggle of the Napoleonic wars. Only manners controlling natu- 
ral passion so far as they could, together with cultured explanations of 
any mischances. All this seemed to go very well with M and B. 

One morning Sarah was absent from her chair at the foot of my bed, 
and I was about to ask for my box of telegrams in the prohibited hours 
when in she walked with her mother. I had no idea that my wife was flying 
out from England to join me. She had hurried to the airport to fly in a 
two-engined Dakota. The weather was bad, but Lord Beaverbrook was

vigilant. He got to the airport first, and stopped her flight until a four- 
engined plane could be procured. Now she had arrived after a very rough 
journey in an unheated plane in mid-winter. 

Lord Moran thought it possible for me to leave Carthage after Christ- 
mas, but insisted that I must have three weeks’ convalescence somewhere. 
And where else could be better than the lovely villa at Marrakesh, where 
the President and I had stayed after Casablanca a year before? I was 
delighted when the morning of December 27 came and I dressed for the 
first time again in my uniform. 

Outside the villa a magnificent guard of the Coldstream was drawn up. 
Thad not realised how much I had been weakened by my illness. I found 
it quite a difficulty to walk along the ranks and climb into the motor-car. 
The doctors did not want me to fly above six thousand feet, and the flight 
had been planned on the weather forecast that the skies would be clear. 
However, as we sailed on and the uplands of Tunisia began to rise about 
us we were more often in mist than in sunlight. 

T have always had a great objection to what are called “stuffed clouds” 


King on Tuesday May 30 His Majesty asked me where I in- 
tended to be on D-Day. I replied that I proposed to witness the 
bombardment from one of the cruiser squadrons. His Majesty 
immediately said he would like to come too. He had not been 
under fire except in air raids since the Battle of Jutland, and 
eagerly welcomed the prospect of renewing the experiences of 
his youth. I thought about this carefully, and was not unwilling 
to submit the matter to the Cabinet. It was agreed to discuss the 
matter with Admiral Ramsay first. 

Meanwhile the King came to the conclusion that neither he 
nor I ought to go. He was greatly disappointed and wrote me the 
following letter: 


My dear Winston, 

T have been thinking a great deal of our conversation yester- 
day, and I have come to the conclusion that it would not be right 
for either you or I to be where we planned to be on D-Day. I 
don’t think I need emphasise what it would mean to me person- 
ally, and to the whole Allied cause, if at this juncture a chance 
bomb, torpedo, or even a mine, should remove you from the scene; 
equally a change of Sovereign at this moment would be a serious 
matter for the country and Empire. We should both, I know, love 
to be there, but in all seriousness I would ask you to reconsider 
your plan. Our presence, I feel, would be an embarrassment to 
those responsible for fighting the ship or ships in which we were, 
despite anything we might say to them. 


ANCIENT CARTHAGE” 


—ie., clouds with mountains inside them—and flying an intricate 
route through the various valleys before us in order to keep under six 
thousand feet seemed to me an unfair proposition for the others in the 
plane. I therefore sent for the pilot and told him to fly at least two 
thousand feet above the highest mountain within a hundred miles of 
his route. We sailed up into the blue. I got along all right and we made 
a perfect landing at about four o’clock on the Marrakesh airfield. 

The second plane, which had adhered strictly to its instructions, had 
a very severe and dangerous flight through the various gorges and 
passes. The plane arrived with one of its doors blown off and nearly 
everybody very sick. I was sorry indeed they should have been put to 
so much discomfort and risk on my account. 


HAD asked Montgomery to visit me on his way home from Italy 

to take up his new command in Overlord [box, p. 76]. I had offered 
him this task so full of hazard. Of course in the absence of special 
reasons a general should accept any duty to which he is called by 
national authority. At the same time nothing in the unwritten law 
obliges enthusiasm. In the Grenadier Guards, with whom I once had 
the honour to serve, all orders are received with the one word “Sir.” 
However, all kinds of inflections may be given to this monosyllable. 

I was gratified and also relieved to find that Montgomery was de- 
lighted and cager for what I had always regarded as a majestic, inevita- 
ble, but terrible task. When he arrived at Marrakesh we had a two 
hours’ drive to picnic at the foot of the Atlas. We lunched by the side 
of a dazzling stream in fresh air and brilliant sunshine. It was indeed an 
oasis in the vast desert of human conflict through which we had to toil. 

Presently our cars zigzagged slowly up the road to a viewpoint which 
I knew. But the General would have none of this. He got out of the car 
and walked straight up the hill, “to keep himself in training,” as he put 
it. I warned him not to waste his vigour, considering what was com- 
ing. I emphasised the truths that energy of mind does not depend on 
energy of body; that energy should be exercised and not exhausted; 
that athletics were one thing and strategy another. These admonitions 
were in vain. The General was in the highest spirits; he leaped about 
the rocks like an antelope, and I felt a strong reassurance that all would 
be well. 


'N January 14 we flew in beautiful weather to Gibraltar. On the 

15th I joined the rest of my party, who were already on board 
the King George V. After a restful voyage, we were welcomed by the 
‘War Cabinet and Chiefs of Staff, who really seemed quite glad to see 
me back. I had been more than two months away from England, and 
they had been through a lot of worry on account both of my illness 
and my activities. It was indeed a home-coming, and I felt deeply grate- 
ful to all these trusty friends and fellow-workers.

does not seem to me right that his Prime Minister should take 
his place. 

You will see very little, you 
will run a considerable risk, you will be inaccessible at a critical 
time, when vital decisions might have to be taken, and however 
unobtrusive you may be your mere presence on board is bound 
to be a very heavy additional responsibility to the Admiral and 
Captain, As I said in my previous letter, your being there would 
add immeasurably to my anxieties, and your going without con- 
sulting your colleagues in the Cabinet would put them in a very 
difficult position, which they would justifiably resent. 

T ask you most earnestly to consider the whole question again, 
and not let your personal wishes, which I very well understand, 
lead you to depart from your own high standard of duty to the

Meanwhile my train lay just outside Southampton, and we 
were soon connected by telephone with Eisenhower’s headquar- 
ters. That afternoon we paid him a visit. His tents and caravans 
were very well concealed in a wood nearby. His Majesty was con- 
cerned at not having had a reply from me to his letter. At 11:30 
p.m. in response to inquiries I spoke to Lascelles at Windsor 
Castle on the scrambler telephone and said that I had cancelled 
my arrangements in deference to His Majesty’s desire. I wrote 
the following letter in the small hours of the morning and sent 
it at once by dispatch-rider to Windsor. 

Sir, 

I must excuse myself for not having answered Your Majesty’s 
letter earlier. It caught me just as I was leaving by the train, and 

I have been in constant movement ever since. I had a dispatch- 

rider standing by in order to take it to you to-night.

Sir, I cannot really feel that the first paragraph of your letter 
takes sufficient account of the fact that there is absolutely no 
comparison in the British Constitution between a Sovereign and 
a subject. If Your Majesty had gone, as you desire, on board one 
of your ships in this bombarding action it would have required 
the Cabinet approval beforehand, and I am very much inclined to 
think, as I told you, that the Cabinet would have advised most 
strongly against Your Majesty going. 

On the other hand, as Prime Minister and Minister of Defence, 
I ought to be allowed to go where I consider it necessary to the 
discharge of my duty, and I do not admit that the Cabinet have 
any right to put restrictions on my freedom of movement. I rely 
on my own judgment, invoked in many serious matters, as to 
what are the proper limits of risk which a person who discharges

my duties is entitled to run. I must most earnestly ask Your 
Majesty that no principle shall be laid down which inhibits my 
freedom of movement when I judge it necessary to acquaint my- 
self with conditions in the various theatres of war. Since Your 
Majesty does me the honour to be so much concerned about my 
personal safety on this occasion, I must defer to Your Majesty’s 
wishes, and indeed commands. It is a great comfort to me to 
know that they arise from Your Majesty’s desire to continue me 
in your service. Though I regret that I cannot go, I am deeply 
grateful to Your Majesty for the motives which have guided Your 
Majesty in respect of 
‘Your Majesty’s humble and devoted servant and subject, 
WINSTON S. CHURCHILL 


I may add that the cruiser squadron concerned was, as I had 
justly estimated, not exposed to any undue danger. In fact, it did 
not sustain a single casualty. I should not have referred to this 
matter if it had not been publicised in a friendly but unwittingly 
inaccurate form by General Eisenhower. 

I may here set down the view I have formed over many years 
on this sort of thing. A man who has to play an effective part in 
taking, with the highest responsibility, grave and terrible deci- 
sions of war may need the refreshment of adventure. He may 
need also the comfort that when sending so many others to their 
death he may share in a small way their risks. His field of per- 
sonal interest, and consequently his forces of action, are stimu- 
lated by direct contact with the event. As a result of what I 
saw and learned in the First World War, I was convinced that 
generals and other high commanders should try from time to 
time to see the conditions and aspect of the battle-scene them- 
selves. I had seen many grievous errors made through the silly 
theory that valuable lives should not be endangered. No one 
was more careful of his personal safety than I was, but I thought 
my view and theme of the war were sufficiently important and

authoritative to entitle me to full freedom of judgment as to how 
I discharged my task in such a personal matter. 


IHE weather now began to cause anxiety. A fine spell was 

giving way to unsettled conditions, and from June 1 on- 

wards a Commanders’ meeting was held twice daily to 
study the weather reports. At their first meeting poor conditions 
were predicted for D-Day, with low clouds. This was of prime 
importance to the Air Forces, affecting both the bombing and 
the airborne landings. 

The next evening the first warships sailed from the Clyde, as 
well as two midget submarines from Portsmouth, whose duty 
was to mark the assault areas. June 3 brought little encourage- 
ment. A rising westerly wind was whipping up a moderate sea; 


ANZIO AND MONTE CASSINO 


‘Two of the most controversial places connected with the Allied 
campaign in Italy were Anzio, where the Allies made a flanking 
amphibious attack to take Rome, and Monte Cassino, where Al- 
lied bombers blasted an ancient monastery. Churchill had worked 
hard to make landing craft available for Anzio, and he was dis- 
appointed that little more than a bridgehead was achieved in the 
first weeks: “I had hoped,” he writes, “that we were hurling a 
wild cat on to the shore, but all we had got was a stranded whale.” 

Here is Mr. Churchill’s statement on Cassino, which General 
Mark Clark, among others, strongly contended (Lire, Oct. 9, 
1950) it was a mistake to bomb. “The monastery did not contain 
German troops but the enemy fortifications were hardly separate 
from the building itself. ... On February 15 therefore, after the 
monks had been given full warning, over 450 tons of bombs were 
dropped, and heavy damage was done. The result was not good. 
‘The Germans had now every excuse for making whatever use they 
could of the rubble of the ruins, and this gave them even better 
opportunities for defence than when the building was intact.” 


there was heavy cloud and a lowering cloud base. Predictions for 
June 5 were gloomy. 

That afternoon I drove down to Portsmouth and saw a large 
number of troops embarking for Normandy. We visited the head- 
quarters ship of the soth Division, and then cruised down the 
Solent in a launch, boarding one ship after another. 

On the way back we stopped at General Eisenhower’s camp 
and wished him luck. We got back to the train in time for a very 
late dinner. While it was in progress Ismay was called to the 
telephone by Bedell Smith, who told him that the weather was get- 
ting worse and that the operation would probably have to be 
postponed for twenty-four hours, General Eisenhower would 
wait until the early hours of June 4 before making a definite deci- 
sion. Meanwhile units of the great armada would continue to 
put to sea according to programme. 

Ismay came back and reported the bleak news. Those who had 
seen the array in the Solent felt that the movement was now as 
impossible to stop as an avalanche. We were haunted by the 
knowledge that if the bad weather continued and the postpone- 
ment had to be prolonged beyond June 7 we could not again get 
the necessary combination of moon and tide for at least another 
fortnight. Meanwhile the troops had all been briefed. They clear- 
ly could not be kept on board these tiny ships indefinitely. How 
was a leakage to be prevented? 

But the anxiety that everyone felt was in no way apparent at 
the dinner-table in the train. We went to bed at about half-past 
one. Ismay told me that he would wait up to hear the result of 
the morning conference. As there was nothing I could do about 
it, I said that I was not to be woken to hear the result. At 4.15 a.m. 
Eisenhower again met his commanders, and heard from the 
weather experts the ominous report, sky overcast, cloud ceiling 
low, strong south-westerly wind, with rain and moderate sea. The 
forecast for the sth was even worse. Reluctantly he ordered a 
postponement of the attack for twenty-four hours, and the whole 
vast array was put in reverse in accordance with a carefully 
prepared plan. All convoys at sea turned about and small craft 
sought shelter in convenient anchorages. Only one large convoy,

comprising a hundred and thirty-eight small vessels, failed to 
receive the message, but this too was overtaken and turned round 
without arousing the suspicions of the enemy. It was a hard day 
for the thousands of men cooped up in landing-craft all round the 
coast. The Americans who came from the West Country ports 
had the greatest distance to go and suffered most. 

At about five o’clock that morning Bedell Smith again tele- 
phoned Ismay confirming the postponement, and Ismay went to 
bed. Half an hour later I woke up and sent for him. He told me 
the news. He says I made no comment.

tion. I could not do this by telegraph, and I felt that the history 
of our two countries required that the liberation of France must 
not be undertaken by the British and Americans without the 
French being informed. I had intended to invite him a little be- 
fore D-Day, but the weather had forced us to postpone the assault 
for twenty-four hours, and it might even be later. This was a 
grave fact. Thirty-five divisions and 4,000 ships had been as- 
sembled in the ports and camps and 150,000 troops had been em- 
barked for the first wave of the attack. Many of these had to be 
kept in conditions of extreme discomfort in small craft. Eleven 
thousand planes were ready, of which 8,000 would go into action 
provided the weather was all right. 

I then went on to say how much we regretted the bombing of 
the French railways, with its loss of French life, but we had fewer 
infantry than the Germans, and it was the only way we could 
stop them bringing up overpowering reinforcements while we 
built up our front. 

The General was bristling. He asked for an absolutely free 
right to telegraph to Algiers in his own cipher. As the recognised 
head of a great empire he said it was impossible to deny him free 
right of communication. I asked him for an assurance that he 
would not impart any military information about the forthcom- 
ing assault to any of his colleagues. De Gaulle said that he must 
be free to keep in touch with Algiers about operations in Italy, 
and I explained that I was only talking about Overlord. 

I then unfolded to him our plan. After he had thanked me for 
this I asked him if he would send a public message to France as 
soon as the armada had actually sailed. Queen Wilhelmina, King 
Haakon of Norway, and rulers of other countries which the enemy 
expected us to attack had agreed to do so, and I hoped he would 
do the same. He said he would.

‘Mr. Eden now intervened in the conversation, saying that the 
great operation impending had taken all our thoughts, but after 
it was launched it might be useftl to discuss certain political 
questions. I explained that I had been in correspondence with 
the President for some time, and that while he had begun by 
wanting the General to visit the United States he did not seem 
so anxious about it now. 

To this de Gaulle replied that he thought it was better at this 
moment to be in England rather than Washington. I warned him 
that “liberated France” might for some time only consist of a few 
people under fire, and both Eden and I strongly urged him to 
visit Mr. Roosevelt soon. De Gaulle said that he was quite willing 
to do this, and had so told the President, but he was anxious about 
who was to administer liberated France. This should have been 
arranged long ago, last September. ' 

This remark made me speak bluntly. The United States and 
Great Britain were willing to risk the lives of scores of thousands 
of men to liberate France. Whether de Gaulle went to Washington 
or not was his own affair, but if there was a split between the 
National Committee of Liberation and the United States we should 
almost certainly side with the Americans. About the adminis- 
tration of liberated French soil, if General de Gaulle wanted us

When a list of proposed code names for impending military oper- 
ations was submitted to Churchill he returned it with a pithy 
treatise: “I have crossed out . . . many unsuitable names. Oper- 
ations . . . ought not to be described by code-words which imply 
a boastful and over-confident sentiment, such as “Triumphant,” 
or, conversely, which are calculated to invest the plan with an air 
of despondence, such as ‘Woebetide.’ . . . They ought not to be 
names of a frivolous character, such as ‘Bunnyhu: 
should not be ordinary words . . . such as ‘Flood.’ 
the world is wide, and intelligent thought will readily supply . 
well-sounding names which do not suggest the character of the 
operation or disparage it . . . and do not enable some . . . mother 
to say that her son was killed in an operation . . . ‘Ballyhoo.’.. .” 
‘The sanguine and majestic name for the invasion of Normandy 
—Overlord—was suggested by Mr. Churchill. 


to ask the President to give him the title-deeds of France the 
answer was “No.” If he wanted us to ask the President to agree 
that the Committee was the principal body with whom he should 
deal in France the answer was “Yes.” De Gaulle replied that he 
quite understood that if the U.S.A. and France disagreed Brit- 
ain would side with the U.S.A. With this ungracious remark the 
interview ended. 

Ina little while I took de Gaulle to Eisenhower’s headquarters 
in the woodland, where he was most ceremoniously received. Ike 
and Bedell Smith vied with one another in their courtesy. Pres- 
ently Ike took him to their map tent, and for twenty minutes 
imparted to him the whole story of what was about to happen. 
We then returned to my train. I had expected that de Gaulle 
would dine with us and come back to London by this, the swift- 
est and most convenient route, but he drew himself up and stated 
that he preferred to motor with his French officers separately. 

The hours dragged slowly by until, at 9.15 p.m. on the evening 
of June 4, another fateful conference opened at Eisenhower's bat- 
tle headquarters. Conditions were bad, typical of December rath- 
er than June, but the weather experts gave some promise of a tem- 
porary improvement on the morning of the 6th. After this they 
predicted a return of rough weather for an indefinite period. 
Faced with the desperate alternatives of accepting the immediate 
risks or of postponing the attack for at least a fortnight, General 
Eisenhower, with the advice of his commanders, boldly, and as 
it proved wisely, chose to go ahead with the operation, subject to 
final confirmation early on the following morning. At 4 a.m. 
on June 5 the die was irrevocably cast; the invasion would be 
launched on June 6. 

In retrospect this decision rightly evokes admiration. It was 
amply justified by events, and was largely responsible for gaining

us the precious advantage of surprise. We now know that the 
German meteorological officers informed their High Command 
that invasion on the sth or 6th of June would not be possible owing 
to stormy weather, which might last for several days. The fact 
that such a complex series of movements could be accomplished 
without detection by a wary and determined enemy is a remark- 
able tribute to the work of the Allied Air Forces and the excellence 
of our deception plans. 

All day on June 5 the convoys bearing the spearhead of the 
invasion converged on the rendezvous south of the Isle of Wight. 
Thence, in an endless stream, led by the minesweepers on a wide 
front and protected on all sides by the might of the Allied Navies 
and Air Forces, the greatest armada that ever left our shores set

Adam, they say, was born hungry. But 
Adam was also born with a hunger to live 
long. As a result, the quest for life go 
on. Man marshals his arts and his sc 
ences; his test tubes and his ret 
X-Rays, his vitamins, his antibiotics—and 
struggles anew to solye not only the rid- 
dle of life but the riddle of long life.
